But 
the two months combined showed 
an operating profit, receipts

$2,471 against expenses of $2,031. 


This isn't much of a record as 


profit-making businesses 
compute 


it, for depreciation and interest on 
investment probably aren't taken 
into the calculation. But it is sound 
policty to set up facilities such as 
swimming pools and other park 
improvements just as

Adams, county 
agent, announced today. Vaccina- 
tors working under the direction 
of the State Veterinarian. Dr. J. S. 
Campbell will call at each farm 
making requests not later 
than 


Saturday, August 27. AH Vocational 
Agricultural Teachers as well as 
the county agent will take requests. 


To date 183 
livestock 
owners 


have requested the vaccination of 
676 heifer calves 4 to 8 months of 
age. These calves will be vaccinat- 
ed on the home farm 
free 
of 


charge. Calves vaccinated do not 
spread Bang's disease but immu- 
nization is given to enough calves 
to control the disease. Each calf 
vaccinated will receive a tattoo in 
the car. 


Abortions 
cause a decrease in 
milk production during the follow- 
ing milking period. In Brucellosis 
infected herd's when a low concept 
or slow breeders are present there 
is a loss in milk production due 
to prolonged lactations and periods

No pro- 
ducer who is spending time and 
money in building a herd and im- 
proving pastures can afford not to 
vaccinate replacement heifers.
